SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


—The great development of the Nor- 


wegian herring fishery during the last 
twenty years is said to be chiefly due to 
the utilization of the electric telegraph. 
When a shoal is discovered approaching 
any locality, the fact is immediately tele- 
graphed to all the reighboring stations, 
so that tho fishermen are enabled to turn 
out en masse for the capture of their finny 
prey. 
About 1,200 miles of wire are in 


use for this purpose. In other parts of 
the world watchers have been stationed 
at favorable points to announce the ap- 
proach of shoals of fish, but this device of 
the Norwegian fishermen is the first ap- 
plication to the same end of the more 
scientific appliance. 


—A. sheet of paper dipped in a solution 


of cobalt forms a very simple barometer. 
When the weather is to be dry and pleas- 
ant, the paper will become blue ; and on 
the approach of wet weather it will turn 
pink. The barometer flowers of France 
are manufactured on this principle. 


—It is reported that, on a recent visit 


to New Guinea, Captain Lawson made the 
interesting geographical discoyery that 
Mount Hercules has an altitude of 32,786 
feet, thus being more than 3,000 feet 
higher than Mount Everest, which lias for 
a considerable time been regarded as the 
tallest mountain in the world. 


—A French explorer of the banks of 


the Niger announces the finding of a new 
vine, which he believes must prove of 
great economical value, as it is easily cul- 
tivated and the grapes are excellent and 
abundant. 
He suggests that this vine 


may be found to resist the phylloxera. 


—A grench savant, M. Laliman, has 


found that an oil can be distilled from 
American grape-vines, which will not 
congeal at any temperature above eight 
degrees Fahrenheit, while other oils are 
solid at twenty-seven degrees. He, there- 
fore, concludes that this oil must be valu- 
able for watch-making and similar pur- 
poses. 


—In a girl who lately died at Caen, 


France, the whole of the thoracic duct 
and abdominal organs were found com- 
pletely inverted, the heart being at the 
right side and the liver at the left, while 
the usual position of the latter was occu- 
pied by the stomach and the spleen. 


—"Narcolepsy" is the name given a 


rare form of disease by M. Galineau, who 
has called attention to a case of it. Tho 
persons suffering from it may fall asleep 
at any moment, their sleep lasting only a 
few minutes. The patient whose case is 
reported, became unconscious in this way 
four or five times during his dinner, let- 
ting his knife and fork fall and breaking 
off in the middle of a sentence he was 
uttering. 


—Mr. B. G. Jenkins, F. R. A. S., has 


endeavored to show a very remarkable 
effect of the planet Venus upon the earth. 
The present British Astronomer Eoyal 
proved, many years ago, that the disturb- 
ing effect of this planet was so great that 
the earth was materially pulled from its 
orbit. Mr. Jenkins shows that it is to 
this action that we must look for an ex- 
planation of the cold waves, which occur, 
on an average, every eight years—as in 
1829, 1837, 1845,1855,18G3,1871, 1879 
—and that for the next forty years the 
temperature will be below the average. 
He states that a heat wave has been ob- 
served to pass over the earth every twelve 
years, nearly cotemporary with the arrival 
of the planet Jupiter at its perihelion, 
such a wave being now close at hand. 


—By inoculating animals with vaccine 


taken from an infected one, M. Touissaint 
has succeeded in rendering them secure 
against epidemics, such as pleuro-pneu- 
monia, etc. 
It will be remembered that 


M. Pasteur was lately successful in vac- 
cinating poultry, and thus protecting 
them against attacks of the malady known 
as chicken cholera. 


—The Red Sea owes its name to the 


dark red color given certain portions of 
it by a minute, thread-like alga. Similar 
microscopic plants are found obscuring 
or coloring the water in various portions 
of the world. In other cases, as in the 
Gulf of California, a red shade is im- 
parted to the sea by its minute animal 
inhabitants.

the State license system is based, is that 
the liquor traffic is an acknowledged evil, 
dangerous alike to health and morals,and 
if left to itself, would spread poverty and 
crime throughout the land. That in order 
to prevent these disastrous results, it 
must be restricted and controlled. 


The State is organized to protect the 


people in their rights of person and prop- 
erty, and to secure them in their moral 
and material welfare. Its duty is to pre- 
vent and destroy anything that is detri- 
mental to public good. It has no right 
to compromise with or otherwise tolerate 
an evil. Just in proportion as any gov- 
ernment tends its influence to the support 
or maintenance of crime or immorality, 
and particularly if it makes use of such 
as a source of profit or revenue, it under- 
mines its own strength and hastens its 
downfall. 
The history of all nations 


proves this. 
If rum is an evil it must be 


prohibited and not restricted. The State 
has no right to provide for the pursuance 
of a business that is injurious to its peo- 
ple, and more than all, it has no right to 
make it a source of revenue. Shall the 
government of a civilized and enlightened 
people be guilty of the sale of indulgences 
—for that is exactly what it is doing to- 
day. What the State recognizes as a 
crime and a danger to the people, not to 
be entrusted to the community at large, 
it sells a monopoly of to the very worst 
class of them. A traffic in itself so de- 
moralizing in its results and so destruc- 
tive of human happiness and productive 
of misery that no man of self-respect, 
moral standing, or social recognition can 
engage in it; such a traffic is, by the 
State, for a monetary consideration, se- 
cured to the control and profit of a set of 
men devoid of moral restraint, ignorant 
of any principle of right, and unconscious 
of any impulse of humanity, recognizing 
no motive in life but that of gain. To 
such an element of society we entrust the 
most dangerous and destructive interests, 
and so it will continue to be so long as 
the license system continues to legalize 
and protect this most wicked traffic. 


The following extracts arc from a ser- 


mon of Rev. Albert Barnes, of Philadel- 
phia, on the subject of License : 


"A 'throne of iniquity' is a throne or 


government that is founded on iniquity, 
or that sustains iniquity. 
Such a throne 


or government 'frames mischief by a law' 
when by its laws it protects or patronizes 
t'rat which is evil, or when those who 
practice evil may plead that what they do 
is legal, and may take refuge under the 
laws of the land. Such a throne of gov- 
ernment, the Psalmist says, can have no 
fellowship with God. His throne is a 
throne of righteousness. 
He makes no 


law to protect or to regulate evil. 
His 


laws, in relation to all that is wrong, only 
prohibit and condemn."

"A law framed to protect evil is a meth- 


od of framing mischief by a law. A law 
which assumes that a thing is wrong, and 
yet tolerates it; which attempts only to 
check and reguhte it, without utterly 
prohibiting it; which aims to derive a 
revenue from it for the purpose of govern- 
ment ; which makes that which is morally 
wrong legal, is one of those things in hu- 
man affairs with which the throne of God 
can have no fellowship."

"In our country, it has never been as- 


sumed to be safe and proper that the 
business should be thrown open to any 
and all who might choose to engage in it, 
as any persons who choose and as many as 
choose, may engage in the business of 
farming or gardening | of making hats, or 
shoes, or coffins; of building houses, or 
manufacturing ploughs or wagons. It is 
assumed in the laws that it is to be a 
regulated evil; and the object is not to 
prohibit, but first to keep it within cer- 
tain bounds, and then to provide for the 
evils which grow out of it by taxing the 
virtuous and industrious to bear the ex- 
penses of the crime and pauperism which 
it was anticipated would be produced in 
spite of all the precautions of the State. 
There was once such legislation about lot- 
teries; there has been such in som« 
countries about licentiousness; but, with 
some few exceptions, it is believed there 
is no such legislation on any other subject 
now in the world."

Judge Grier, of Philadelphia, may be ac- 
cepted as good authority: 


"It is not necessary to array the appal- 


ing statistics of misery, pauperism, and 
crime which have their origin in the use 
and abuse of ardent spirits.

power, which is exclusively in the State, 
is alone competent to the correction of 
these great evils, and all measures of re- 
straint or prohibition necessary to 
effect 


that purptse are within the scope of that 
authority. There is no conflict of power 
or of legislation as between the States 
and the United States; each is acting 
within its sphere, and for the public gooo!, 
and if a loss of revenue should accrue to 
the United States from n diminished con- 
sumption of ardent spirits, s/ie will be a 
gainer a tliousantl-fohl in tlic health, wealth 
ami Jiappiness of the people.1'

ban pleased Providence and Free Trade to 
place him, it is his duty to be thankful for 
die work-house into which he may crawl 
when his days of ill-rcquittcd lal>or are 
past, and for the pauper's grave into which 
he may be tumbled when his ineffectual 
struggle with life slvall finally close. 
No, 


the echoes that come across the sea from 
Old England are easily distinguishable 
from celestial harmonics; and we have 
yet to learn of any great number of our 
workingmen fleeing from the barbarism of 
their industrial status here to knock at 
the gates of your Free Trade paradise. 
We even hear sometimes from Ireland ; 
and God knows Ireland lias Free Trade to 
her heart's content. And yet, do you 
know, Mr. Bright, we are sometimes un- 
reasonable enough to think tliat with all 
her Free Trade Ireland is neither abso- 
lutely prosperous nor supremely happy ?

ican manufacturing industry destroyed 
and British goods sold in American 
markets.

Are 
they to subsist on charity, or are they to- 
sail across the briny sea to your Free 
Trade paradise and wax fat on potatoes 
and butter-milk ? "Oh," you say, "there 
is plenty of land in America : let them go 
farm." 
But did you ever reflect that all 


mechanics and laboring men do not know 
how to farm ? Some of our people doubt 
whether they could make a decent living 
out of the soil. And if they could, where 
are they to find a market f In England ' 
Why England can't eat our surplus food 


now. 
Last year, when your harvest was 


unusually deficient, we supplied all your 
needs, and our elevators were still burst- 
ing with grain. But if a few millions of 
our artisans should cease to be consumers 
and become producers of food, how would 
it be then 1 Food would be a drug in the 
market; and every farmer in the United 
States would raise debt for his biggest 
crop, and have his house shingled with 
mortgage bonds.

price she might choose to give, and would 
sell us goods at the price she might choose 
to demand.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23, 1880. 


MY OLD COMHADE : . . . The robs 


aro rabid now, I tell you. At the big 
Democratic parade last month, I saw Fitz 
Hugh Lee at the head of a band of the 
old Virginia Black Horse Cavalry (Turner 
Ashby's command at firbt Bull Run) ride 
down Pennsylvania Avenue, the band 
playing "Bonnie Blue Flag," and "My 
Maryland," the air was full of fireworks, 
and the whole avenue roaring from end to 
end with the shouts of the excited people.

I have 
talked with Southern men from Missis- 
sippi and South Carolina, who tell me 
that they had to leave home, that they 
could not live, much less vote, as loyal Re- 
publicans, in their homes, though born 
and reared, there, and veteran rebel sol- 
diers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—During the 


late war Georgetown, then a corporate 
city separated from Washington by Rock 
Creek, was noted for the sympathy its 
citizens felt and expressed for the Confed- 
erate cause. Situated on the borders of 
Maryland, connected with Virginia by the 
Aqueduct and China bridges, it naturally 
imbibed all the sectional feelings of those 
rebellious States. Singular as it may ap- 
pear, and in spite of the protestations of 
the Democrats that tlie South is truly rec- 
onciled, this old feeling of antagonism 
and hate for the Union and sympathy for 
the lost cause has not died out.

Within a hundred yards of 
where it flaunts itself to the breeze there 
was held a few nights ago a Democratic 
meeting, where all the ragamuffin element 
from the canal, from the Water street 
slums of tlie town, with the unrecon, 
structcd Confederates of Virginia, who 
came over for the purpose, hurrahed loud- 
ly for Hancock. The attention of your 
correspondent was called to the flag by a 
former Union soldier, now employed in 
one of the departments here, Hia anger 
was naturally aroused at the presence of 
the "dirty rag," as he called it, and he 
has resolved—a» will overy man who 
fought and bled to have his country—to 
redouble his efforts to keep from, power 
the party of the Solid South.

A grca,t parade is being made just now 


of the fact that hundi eds of manufacturers 
petitioned Oongresj- last wintor to pass 
the Eaton bill for the appointment of a 
Commission to revise tho tariff, but none 
of the editors or orators who duel!on this 
subjoct tell their re idcrs or hearers that 
the manufacturers w ere induced to sup- 
port the Eatonbill localise of their dread 
that, if it did not become a law, the pre- 
sent Congress would Undermine our Pro- 
tective policy and break in pieces our 
present tariff by piecemeal legislation. 
Every reader of the newspapers will re- 
member with what in avalanche of bills 
for the ropoal of dut ics the last session of 
Congress opened. 
Emboldened by the 


success which at the previous session had 
attended the effort to repeal the duty on 
quinine, tho Free 1 radors of tho House 
last winter determined that they would 
reduce or repeal otlier duties. 
So they 


proposed to make salt free, and paper 
free, and books free to almost obliterate 
the duty on steel rails, to reduce the 
duties on iron and st eel generally, to cut 
down the duty on wool and woo"cn goods, 
and to embarrass and cripple by unfriend- 
ly legislation the producers of many othor 
domestic products. Manufacturers were 
called to Washington week after week to 
resist these assaults. Newspapers friendly 
to Protection and anxious to continue the 
existing prosperity, thundered against 
them. Tho Salt bill was defeated in the 
House, and the Steel Rail bill in commit- 
tee, but both by exceedingly small major- 
ities. 
While these and other unfriendly 


propositions were pending, Senator Eaton, 
of Connecticut, yielding to the advice of 
n prominent iron manufacturer, intro- 
duced in December, bis now celebrated 
bill providing for tho appointment Of a 
tariff commission. A largo dumber Of 
the numufacturers-'of the country at once 
saw in this bill a chance of relief from 
the threatened destruction of the present 
tariff by a Democratic Congress, and they 
petitioned for its passage, and through 
their efforts it pasVed^thq 'Senate*J"utfe 
3d, after six month*' delay. It was not 
even considered by the House, which ad- 
journed June 16th. 
It did not pass the

that one of, if not the-tnofAtii&fv issue of 
the canvass, was the necessity for,the con- 
tinuance of thV Protective Tariff upon 
National statutes. $'e hiy? continually 
pointed out the radial difference between 
thc^platforrtiSt^f^ho^emocratieirBil Re- 
publican jrfirties', as proclaimed in the 
present canvass, and declared that the 
system of protection to American labor, 
as promulgated by the Republicans, was 
such an one as would keep fcbo wheels 
of industry in motion, and so benefit every 
class of our country, mechanic, laborer, 
fanner and business man, white the Tar- 
iff for Revenue only, ns declared by the 
Pemocracy, was a system which would 
stop the mills and furnaces, cheapen the 
price of labor, and bring derangement 
and distress upon all the business 'inter- 
ests of the land. The history of previous 
tariffs for revenue only, under Demo- 
cratic rule, is so fruitful in its teachings, 
as to leave no doubt on this point. 


It appears that this idea has spread 


with the spread,,of owr manufactures, 
until hardly a northern State, and indeed 
some few Southern ones, are permeated 
with a strong feeling against a revenue 
tariff, and this expression found such de- 
cided vent in Indiana as to completely 
terrify the Democratic leaders, including 
their candidate for the Presidency. At 
the commencement of the campaign Gen. 
Hancock wrote his letter of acceptance 
of the nomination, and Pennsylvania and 
other industrial States read in vain for 
any expression that would favor the man- 
ufacturers and workiugmcn , but instead 
—"the principles enunciated are those I 
have cherished in the past, and will en- 
deavor to mountain in the future." 
It 


was natural,,to then look in the plat- 
form for an expression 'in favor of the 
nuintnlnancc of American 'labor. Not 
one word could there be found, but on 


' ilie question t>f the tariff, through which 
the workingman hopes to obtain remuner- 
ative wages for his labor, we found—"we 
favor a tariff for revenue only'" SoPenn- 
sylvanians at once concluded that the De- 
mocracy and Hancock were not in favor 
of American industry, and made up their 
minds to give 20,000 majority against 
their candidate and party. 


But as trie campaign waxed warmer, it 


became painfully evident to the leaders 
that Democratic workingmen were go- 
ing over in scores and joining Garfield 
clubs, not only in Pennsylvania, but in the 
Western and Eastern States, and one edi- 
tor of a local paper, where the silk indus- 
try thrives under our protective tariff, 
sent a reporter to Hancock to say that, 
as he had not been outspoken with re- 
gard to protection, it was necessary for 
him to siy something that would check 
the exodus of Democratic workingmen 
from their 'party, or he was fearful that 
New Jersey would be lost for Hancock. 
Feeling that a declaration of some sort 
was needed to niolifj the P.iterson work- 
men, he unbosomed himself to the repor- 
ter, in snch a manner, while affecting to 
tre'it it as a matter of no consequence, 
really convicted himself of the most inex- 
cusable ignorance. He declared that the 
tariff was a local issue with which "the 
general government seldom cares to in- 
terfere." This declaration from the soldier 
statesman set the whole country in a 
roar of laughter, aud provoked the con- 
tempt of the industrial classes. Aud 
Pennsylvania resolved to give130,000 ma- 
jority against him. 


All this" happened before the Indiana 


election. 
As goon as the result was 


known, U. S. Senator Randolph began to 
feel the earthquake, and tremble for the 
impending doom of the New Jersey Dem- 
crats. His seat at the best of times was 
less secure than Mcponild's, of Indiana. 
This thing must be stopped ; so he writes 
a letter to Gen. Hancock, to "please write 
a letter in favor of protecting American 
industry, or New Jersey is lost to you, 
and the United States Senate to me." 
And Gen. Hancock complies, for the Gen. 
eral likes1 to write letters—with his third 
position on the tariff "I am too sound 
an American to advocate any departure 
from the general features of a policy that 
has been largely instrumental in building 
up our industries, and keeping Ameri- 
cans from competition with the under- 
paid labor of Europe." As he began 
three months ago by accepting the platform 
of thp'Democratic party, he now has got 
far enough to denounce it, and place him- 
self squarely w ith the Republicans! One 
of the surprises of the campaign yet will 
be to sea.

After thejijlssolution of the' old parties 


in 1824, the presidential campaign of 
th$ year found the politics of the coun- 
try an such dfeorganize^ shape that, with 
four candidate* injj the field, the popular 
election failed'to1 ^fct^and' John Quincy 
Adams7 wap chosen by the House of Rep- 
^esentajiwss. 
From among the adherents 


of the several unsuccessful candidates, 
arose^i element of dissatisfaction, which 
soon crystalled itself into an organized 
attempt to break down the administra- 
tion by adverse legislation, and this was 
the beginning of the Democratic party. 
Its first act in Congress was to unite 
with the South in opposing the acceptance 
of an invitation from the States of South 
America to meet them in convention at 
Panajna., for the purpose of adopting 
measures to prevent the monarchical 
States of JJurope from obtaining a foot- 
hold; on this continent. 
The new party 


opposed it in debate, and voted solidly 
with; tb.fi South against it for the only 
reason that, in releasing Cuba from the 
grip of Spain it might result hi the abo- 
lition, of slavery, and the establishment 
of a black republic on the island, whicli 
would endanger the sacred institution in 
this country. Whereby the young Demo- 
cratic party proclaimed itself the defender 
and protector of American slavery, the 
most inhuman and anti-Christian product 
of savage barbarism the world ever 
knew. 


The South was already on record against 


the principle of protection to home indus- 
tries by its opposition to the bill of 1823, 
and the law of 182-1, and by memorials to 
Congress from some of their State legis- 
latures, declaring it to be a device to en- 
rich a few men in the North by plunder- 
ing the South, and which position was re- 
affirmed in the Constitution of the South- 
ern Confederacy by the following • 


"Nor shall any duties or taxes on im- 


portations from foreign nations be kid to 
promote or foster any brcmdt of uvluqtry.' 


A supplementary act to the law of 1824 


was before the Congress of 1828, partic- 
ularly for the purpose of prpvjding means 
to enforce its provisions, in which it hac 
been found deficient, and the Democratic 
party having allied itself to the South on 
the slavery question, now united with it 
on voting solidly, except three or four 
representatives from, Pennsylvania and 
other industrial States, against the tariff.

The hair should be 
thoroughly dried afterward, and avoid 
draughts of lur for a little while.

cian, and yet 110 one seems to know any- 
thing about it. You suffer from it for 
years, and ytt you don't go to a doctor, 
or if you do, ion derive very little bcnent 
from his advice. Some people surTcrfrpm 
it at night only, while others are troubled 
with it in the daytime as well. Itoccurs 
most frequently in women, but still you 
often hear mi n complain of it. 
We be- 


lieve tliat the licst remedy is hypophosphite 
of lime in on< or two grain doses twice a 
day. This is soluble in water, and should 
be takeu in tlie form of a mixture, nothing 
else being put with it, with the exception, 
if you like, of n teaspoonful of svnip, to 
make it moie palatable, although it is 
really by no means disagreeable by itself. 
Another good remedy is mix vomicn— 
five drops ol the tincture in a little water' 
three or foui times a day. It is highly 
rccommendi d, and you may hope for great 
things from it. Then you must do all jou 
possibly can to improve the state of jour 
general health. It is probable that you 
arc below par somehow or other, although 
we must admit that it docs not follow of 
necessity. 
If you feel generally out of 


torts, and yur appetite is poor, quinine 
will do you good. If you arc pale and 
anscmic, you must put your faith in iron. 
Cod-liver" oi1 is nn excellent remedy for 
improving tlie general nutrition , many 
people feel quite in a glow after each 
dose.

WHITI- 1'itriT CAiffc.—One cup of 


butter, two cups of white sugar, throe 
cups of floui, one-half cup of sweet milk, 
one tcikipoouful of cream of tartar, one- 
half teaspoonful of soda, whites of eight 
eggs, one pound of raibins, and one-quar- 
ter of a pound of citron, chopped. 


SAIAY LUNN OAKF..—Take 3 pounds 


of flour, 1 quart of milk, t poiuid butter 
or lard, 1 t iblespoonful sugar, 1 cupful_of 
yeast, and some salt, mix altogether with 
a spoon. When light, bako in a Turk's 
Head pan three-quarters of an hour. 


HASH.—Ohop trie meat fine, use half as 


much potatoes as meat, put a little boiling 
water and ImtttJ into * snucepanj when 
it boils, put in the meat ana potatoes, 
have them \\ ell wlted and peppered, * hen 
it is done, have slices of toast on « plat- 
ter, on eat li one put a spoonful of hash, 
and in th< centre of it place a poached 
egg. This is a nice and pretty dish. 


(JooD ('RUiJjais.—To one qnnrt of 


flour rub two scrnt toaspoonfnls of sea 
foam, lump of butter half size of an egg, 
good cuplul of white sugar, a pinch of 
salt, yolks of two eggs. Work these to- 
gether thoi oughty but very Itehtly, using 
the tips <if your fingers. Moisten with 
enough mi Ik to make as soft a dough as 
possible to roll out, using as little flour as 
you can, rolling out into twists. It must 
be a sticky dough. Keep your fingers 
just dipped in flour. If the mixture be 
too stiff yoinr crullers will be tough. Too 
much woi king will toughen them, top. 
Have youi lard well boiling, drop in 
quickly, and watch carefully. 


CIIEESE OMELET.—Mix to a smooth 


batter thi i-c tablespoonfuls of fine flour 
with half a pint of milk. Beat up well 
the yolks mid white* of four eggs, »little 
salt, and n quarter of a pound of grated 
old Englisli cheese. Add these to the 
flour and milk, and whisk all the ingredi- 
ents togetlier for half anjhour. Put three 
ounces of butter into a frying pan, and 
when it is Wiling, poui in the above mix- 
ture, fry it for a few minutes, and then 
turn it care fully, when it is sufficiently 
cooked on the other side, turn it on to a 
hot dish and serve. 


APTLE JELLY.—Almost any apple will 


make jelly, though a hard, sour, juicy ap- 
ple makes the best, both for keeping and 
flavor. Peel and core your apples, boil 
them in a pint of water to every four 
pounds of apples till the apples are per- 
fectly soft, stirrin" them occasionally to 
prevent burning. Strain, without squeez- 
ing, through a jelly bag, measure thcjuice, 
and put a pound of loaf sugar to every 
pint of ju'u e. Put juice and sugar in the 
preserving kettle, and boil steadily for 
half an hour, skimming occasionally. Cool 
a little, and if it will not jelly, boil a little 
longer, ] 'our into glasses, before it cools, 
and when perfectly cold, cove* each glass 
with a pqperwet with alcohol; tie closely 
and keep m a cool, dry place.
